man of the hookseller trade crossing the rvi er from 
Rampur side with hisi pack of books loaded on a 
nonj He was by caste a Patban and had b^n 
liberally educated He beckoned to him with bis 
band, and, when he came, he took up bis piydla or 
howl and drank from it After which he gave it to 
the bookseller and told bim to drink The latter 
did so and was at once a changed man Being siezed 
with the spirit of bis master, be threw away bij 
clothes and tearing up bis waist-cloth, part be turned 
into a taJtmad and the other part he wore as an oljl,^ 
and having done so, stood before him with hands 
folded, saying “ I^ftzrat kyn hukm ^ ’ Master, what 
orders? The latter directed him to proceed at once 
to Shahjahanpore where be wonld receive further 
instructions from one BdUn Shah. Leaving his pack 
and his pony in the bed of the TCosi he lo«t no time 
in repairing to Sbab^abanpore He sought out

Mr. Latter sat »at dinner with liis family, ^\l^icb 
consisted of^iimsolf, Ws wife and dauglitor. 

It will pcrlwjis bo intereHing to describe tbo in-* 
dUndnals of wmeh this gronp consisted before w'o 
proceed further. 

Mr. Lavator was a tall, fair, good-looking man, 
broad-shouldered and mn->calnrly built. Naturally of 
u strong constitution, ho liad in\jgoratcd it still fur- 
ther by podostrian oxerciso. Of a genial disposition, 
hind and trustful, bis amiability won all who camo 
into contact with him. 

He camo of a good family. His f.itbcr had been 
tt merchant in tUo good old days, and had agencies at 
Bareilly and Delhi. His grandfather was a Jersey 
gentleman, who sat with Vansittart and others as a 
inomboT of tho Supromo Council of the Governor of 
Bengal, at tlio period when Warren Hastings *rnled 
over tho destinies of the Company’s dominions. But 
tho fortunes of tho family h.sd been reduced to a low 
ohb, so that Lavater was fain to earn his living as a 
clerh in tho Magistrate’s office. Ho was a man of 
humble deportment. His prido lay in a ccn'sciousnc'^ 
that ho lived hono->tly; Ids soarto of honour lay from 
within and not from without. Ho was content witli 
his hiinplo means of living, and w.xs never so happy 
ns when in tho bosom of his family ho sat down to 
his osening meal. 

Though reduced in circumstances, he still retained 
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the pride of birth Ho was particnhrly distrnstfnl 
of natives, nnd.thonglihe was always affable ho nover 
permitted his wife or danghter to appear before them 
His wife, too, eailie of a respectable I idian family 
Her father belonged to good Royalist a^obk in the 
provmce of Champagne Tranco and raa away from 
home hke so many others when the Frencu Revolation 
'of 1789 broke out to pursue the life of a military 
adventurer in India He firat served the Nizam un- 
der Raymond and, on the death of that General trans- 
ferred his sword successively to the Chiefs of Bhopal, 
Gwahor, and Joypore Wlule serving the last-named 
Prince he killed in a band to band fight the Rajah of 
Madhogarh and took possession of bis sword — a blade 
of rare water which was preserved m the family 
until 1857 when it was plundered by the rebels 
bubsequently he was associated wth Skinner, Hearsey, 
Stewart Carnegie and others in serving the H E I 
Co and was attached to the Cavalry Division com- 
manded by Colonel Gardiner under Lord Lake On 
the conclusion of the second Mahratta "War ho re- 
tired bn a Captam f pension and settled doivn at Pat 
na He afterwards fixed his residence at Bareilly m 
the capacity of a landed proprietor and medical prac- 
titioner an ait in the practice of which ho had gamed 
considerable reputation At Banelly he was family 
physician ‘to llr F , Hawkins, the Supreme Com- 
missioner as the po't was then called and m charge 
of the only public dispensary which then existed

CHAPTER XXXVIII. 

MISS lAVATEU’S NARATIVI^ ( Conlinvtd ) 

( Domestic Customs ) 

As I have described the Hinda ratjagd, I may 
as well, before 1 proceed further with the narrative of 
my personal experiences, give a brief description of 
the ceremony as observed among the Muhammadans. 

It is held nsnally on the occasion of obild-hirtb, 
the second Vmshi,^* or a marriage. When a son is 
bom, the female friends of the mother or jaccha^^ 
come to the honse, and keep up tho chati^\ which is 
a period of six or seven days following the event, at 
the end of which the mother leaves her bed, and 
bathes. A ratjagd on tho occasion of a marriage is 
held on the night previous to the marriage, and one 
in celebration of the second khushi on tho night fol- 
lowing the performance of the rite. • 

As described before, the women sit round in a 
circle, and sing to tbonjusio of the dholah. The Mu-

In breatbeless accents ho had only time to annonneo 
tho fate of his brothers, when ns ho dismounted, he 
fell down in a slate of insonsibUity. IVhat became 
of him afterwards is not known, but bo appeared 
again on the sfteno wherr the city was re-occupied by 
the British, as will bo «ca hcreaflor. 

As to his Orothors, they lay wallowing in their 
blood on tho thoroughfare; but it is said of them that, 
when djlng, they turned their faces towards the 
qilld,'*” and before they expired they called out to 
tho crowd to see how a Musalman can die : “ dakho 
fnartd hae vxusalmin ” 

Their bodies were afterwards interred by tho 
very miscreants who had murdered them, by order of 
the Kawdb. Coutraiy, however, to the ordinary 
usage, they were neither bathed nor wasa clean linen 
pall thrown over them Because they had been kill- 
ed by the sword and tboir blood had flowed, they 
were accounted thahidf or martyrs to the cause of 
religion, and they wore therefore committed to mother- 
earth iu the very state in which they had ftdlen,
